REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


TO THE CONWAY SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


The Board having the care of some $10 000.00 worth of 
property. The expenditure of some $6.000.00 or more of money 
during the year, and the instruction of over 500 children more 
valuable in themselves than the whole million of dollars worth of 
property in the town assessed by the Selectmen, finds itself o- 
liged to make a longer report than usual, of the work done, and 
of recommendations offered for the future conduct of the schools. 

The Board, two of us being new members, met early after 
the last Annual Meeting, and organized by a division of the of- 
fices as follows, R. Henry Davis Chairman. W. Boardman 
Vifield Secretary. Mrs. A. M. D. Blouin Treasurer, and school 
text book depository. ‘These duties added to the average duties 
of a member of the Board have called for more of her time than 
the other two.members had given. Later we found that the 
‘Treasurer ought to have been elected by the district; but Mrs. 
Blouin having acted as Treasurer the last year, and her bonds 
being renewed to the acceptance of the other members of the 
. Board and the Selectmen we thought it best not to call the Dis- 
trict together to make an election. 

The Board has made an attempt to settle with Mrs. M. L. 
Rounds a dispute with and a claim as she thinks against the 
School Board of the year 1891-92, as requested by the District 
to do; but we have been unable to come to an agreement with 
Mrs. Rounds. 

Early in the Spring term the Board ealled all our teachers to- 
gether at the Center, for their examination, which we were not 
able to make before the opening of the term, and for a’Town 
‘Teacher’s Institute. The latter was very interesting and profit- 
able both to the teachers and also to the parents and pupils who 
attended the afternoon and evening sessions. 
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We hope to hold similar institutes near the beginning of every 
new school year. 

The whole number of teachers examined during the year has 
been twenty-three. The examinations were always written, and 
lasted in every instance two hours orlonger. ‘The papers were 
then carefully examined by each member of the Board, and mar- 
ked, before a Certificate was issued. The Board has prepared 
additional questions, upon other more advanced studies, which 
they propose to use in the future, especially in the examination 
of the teachers of the more advanced schools. 

The school law of the state requires that all pupils attending 
the public schools shall have been vaccinated. On enquiry 
made through our teachers in the several schools, we learned the 
names of some three hundred or more pupils who had not been 
vaccinated and were thus attending school in violation of law. 
We reported these names and the names of the parents of such 
children to the Selectmen, with the request that they, acting as 
the Board of Health, should attend to the matter. It seems to 
us however, that this is a matter that parents ought to attend to 
most seasonably in the case of each and every. one of their chil- 
dren, and not wait for an actual outbreak of small pox to quick- 
enthem. ‘‘It is generally too late to lock the stable after the 
horse is stolen.”’ 

The Selectmen in one instance have erected a lock-up on the 
school house lot, without consultation with School Board. 

The Board would hardly have consented to such a use of the 
lot, had it been consulted. As the lock-up was erected before 
we knew of the movement, we have allowed it to stand for the 
present or until complaint is made— and would suggest that if 
it has been the presence of such an institution which has caused 
the good conduct of that school for the year, that we will allow 
the Selectmen to erect two lock-ups on some other of the school 
house lots. 

Sundry repairs of greater or less importance have been effect- 
ed upon nearly every one of our school houses. Wemay mention 
only some of the more important. School house No. 5, received 
areshingling of the entire roof, two coats of paint on the out- 
side, and a general righting up of the underpining which had 
come to be in bad condition, A new out building was erected, 


. 
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A new chimney was found necessary in the house in Conway 
Village, because of the small and choked up flues, preventing 
drafts and causing abundant smoke in the rooms. Water was 
also introduced into the grounds of this school, and the water 
has been gratuitously supplied by the Conway Aqueduct Co. 

In district No. 6. the Board called together the citizens of 
the district and, after a general hearing and a petition to us 
from ten or more of those interested, we located a school house 
lot on the land of Mr. Samuel Hayes, and appointed Mr. W. 
Boardman Fifield of our Board, and Messrs H. A. Quint and S. 
C. Hill, as Building Committee. 

In due season this Committee ,secured the erection and com- 
pletion of a very comfortable school house seating 48 scholars... 

The Committee, on advice of the School Board, sold the old 
house and applied the proceeds towards the new house and 
school furniture. 

There still remained a deficit of $17.77, which the Board paid 
out of the school funds, on account of our taking the teacher’s 
desk, the best of the pupils’ desks, and black boards to use in 
the extra school opened by us in Intervale, where otherwise we 
should have had to incur a larger expense, had we purchased 
such articles new. | 

The ratification ef these proceedings is asked in our Warrrant. 

Other repairs are mentioned in our term reports, or, if small, 
will appear in Treasurer’s statement. 

The 400th Anniversary of the discovery of America was ob- 
served by appropriate services in the three central villages, where- 
inthe pupils of the schools of the vicinity participated. 

These services were held in one of. the churches as more con- 
venient and commeodious. 

New National flags also were purchased and raised over the 
school houses by the pupils ef the East, Centre and West schools, 
who sang patriotic songs and cheered the National Emblem when 
spread to the breeze. Thus we have cultivated the spirit of 
patriotism. 

The Board early in the year received a petition from residents 
in No. 9, asking us to complete their school house and give them 
a school. We appointed a hearing at the school house and noti- 
fied every resident to attend. We carefully examined the house, 
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heard all the arguments in support of the petition, enquired the 
number of scholars to attend the school, finding but five all of 
whom were reported to be between 14 and 16 years of age, and 
that but one other under 5 years of age could be found as a 
prospective scholar. In view of these facts and the consider- 
able outlay necessary to make the house suitable for use, we 
deemed it unadvisable to grant the prayer of the petitioners. 
We decided to transport the scholars to No. 16, save one who 
resided nearer an Eaton School whichshe hal attended in former 
terms. We renewed the contract of previous School Boards 
for her transportation, and let out the contract for the other four 
to the lowest bidder at #4. per week. The guardian of one of 
the pupils would not send the boy to school, and attually sent 
him out of the town and state, to escape the foree of the law in 
such cases provided. ‘The others have attended school as per 
arrangement, have done wellin their studies- and the plan seems ~ 
to have given very general satisfaction. 

Indeed the transportation of the pupils from the very small 
schools to larger schools especially when they are so situated 
with reference to one and another that they can-be easily gath- 
ered together by the carrier, and with reference to the larger 
school they are to attend so that they do not have to be trans- 
ported too far, is to be highly commended. 

The expense may not be much less, but the progress of the 
pupils and their association with the larger body of students in 
the Central school, are much more valuable and considerable. 

Such a grouping of the pupils into larger schools, would make © 
more easy the introduction of a proper curriculum of studies, 
with graded courses. ‘The Board have had such work under 
consideration, especially in the village and other large schools. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In view also of the fact that the school house in No. 8 needs 
new shingling and some other repairs, and is also unfavorably 
located for the convenience of those attending it and for the 
morals and conduct of the pupiis; and in view of the additional 
fact that the school house in No. 14 is unsuitable for use, the res- 
idents of these two districts petitioned the Board early in the 
year to unite and grade these schools. We therefore recommend 
that, instead of building anew house in No. 14, provision be 
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made for such union, in the center of the village of North Con- : 
way, by theremoval and repair of the present house in No. 8, 
or by its sale and the erection of a new house. Either of these 
plans would cost the town no more perhaps than a new house in 
No. 14, whereas the results would be far more satisfactory to 
the large number of pupils that reside in these two old districts, 
some of whom are now actually kept out of both schools on ac- 
count of the character and location of the two houses. 

We would also recommend the introduction of new and mod- 
ern desks and seats into the school in South Conway, No. 16, 
which is one of our best schools. 

We also recommend the increase of the size of the school 
house lots, to nearly or quite the dimensions allowed by law, in 
districts Nos. 1 and 4. 

There are also a few bad and unruly scholars in school, who 
very frequently, habitually we may say, playtruant. Their ex- 
ample is contagious, and the affection is likely to increase rather 
than diminish. We therefore request the District to make ‘‘By- 
laws as to Truants,” as provided for in the Public statutes of 
the State. 

We also recommend that the District make an annual appro- 
priation for free text-books. Such an appropriation was not 
made last year. We have had to purchase new books and send 
the bills to the Selectmen, who have allowed and settled them. 
Nevertheless our schools have been hampered more or less all 
the year, but particularly the third term, for the want of books. 
Would $1.00 per scholar actually attending school, be too large 
a sum to appropriate to this most important part of our school 
work ? 


TERM REPORTS. 


Instead of following the old order of districts, according to 
numbers, we present our report of the several terms’ work in the 
several schools arranged in three groups around our three central 
villages ; and we further suggest that we drop the number name 
and adopt new names for each school, borrowed from location 
or from some prominent early settler. We suggest such names, 
as seem to the School Board, after consultation with others, 
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suitable and sufficiently distinctive, as follows:

CONWAY GROUP. 


Superintended more particularly by Mr. H. Boardman Fifield. 
No. 183—CONWAY SCHOOLS. 


During the past year Mr. E. C. Chapman of South Hiram, 
Me., has taught the Grammar, and Miss Mary F. Drown of 
Conway, the Primary Department. Both of these teachers have 
had considerable experience and have taught the same schools 
in former terms. ‘Their scholars show the result of careful and 
pains taking instruction, and evince an interest in their work 
seen in but few schools. ‘These schools show the advisability of 
retaining competent teachers rather than make frequent changes 
as is too often done. Wages in Grammar Department $11.00 
per week. 
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Spring term was 11 weeks, whole number of scholars 42, 
average attendance 38. Fall term, 10 weeks, number of schol- 
ars 40, average attendance 40. Winter term, 11 weeks, num- 
ber of scholars 39, average attendance 34. 

Wages in Primary Department for the first term $8.00 per 
week, thereafter $9.00 per week. Spring term was 10 weeks, 
number of scholars 59, average attendance 45. Fall term, 10 
weeks, number of scholars 62, average attendance 43. Winter 
term, 11 weeks, number of scholars 46, average attendance 30. 


No. 6—WEST SCHOOL. 


The Spring term was taught by Miss Clarinda F. Harriman, 
of Berlin Falls, a graduate of the Gorham, Me., Normal School. 
Miss Harriman carred the Normal methods into all her school 
work, which was very successful. But much to the regret of all, 
Miss Harriman left at the close of this term, to accept a more 
lucrative position in another town. Wages paid $7.50 per week. 
Length of term 10 weeks, number of scholars 33, average at- 
tendance 27. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss Edna G. 
Eastman of Conway. Miss Eastman had previously taught sev- 
eral successful terms in this school, and her work is too well 
known to need further comments. These two terms were held 
in the new school house. ‘The commodious school room seemed 
to be appreciated by all who used it, and doubtlessly did much 
towards making the school work pleasant and profitable. 

Wages paid was $8.00 per week. Fall term was 9 weeks, 
number of scholars 30, average attendance 27. Winter term, 11 
weeks, number of scholars 29, average attendance 23. 

No 5—STARK SCHOOL. 

The Spring term was taught by Miss Emma A. Heath of Con- 
way: This was Miss Heath’s first term in teaching. She showed 
a good degree of interest in the school and gave general satis- 
faction to the committee and to the parents who had scholars in 
the school. Length of term was 11 weeks, number of scholars 
12, average attendance 7. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss Lottie G. 
Charles of Chatham. Miss Charles had had several terms’ ex- 
perience as a teacher. She showed much personal interest in 
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the scholars, and the work done was very creditable to her. In 
this school, as in many others, the lack of regular attendance 
on the part of a few pupils did much to retard the work of the 
school. Fall term was 11 weeks, number of scholars 11, aver- 
age attendance 8. Winter term 8 weeks, number of scholars 8, 
average attendance 8. Wages paid throughout the year $6.00 
per week. 
No. 10—RIDGE SCHOOL. 


The Spring term was taught by Miss Ida B. Drown of Conway. 
The Fall term, by Miss Edith M. Bickford also of Conway. 
Neither of these teachers had had previous experience in teach- 
ing, but each was faithful in her work, and the scholars made as 
much progress as could be expected in so small a school. Ina 
school of the size of this, neither teacher nor scholars can have ~ 
that enthusiasm and interest which is found with larger num- 
bers. On account of the small number and the school house 
being remote from any dwelling, it was not deemed advisable 
to open a winter term. Wages paid through the year $6.00 per 
week. Spring term 11 weeks, number of scholars 7, average at- 
tendance 6. Fall term, 10 weeks, number of scholars 5, aver- 
age attendance 4. 

II. 
CONWAY CENTRE GROUP. 
Superintended more particularly by Mrs. Abbie M. D. Blouin. 
No. 4—CENTER SCHOOL. 

We thought ourselves fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of Mr. Henry A. Elliot of Lovell, Me., who taught this 
school last year. Mr. Elliot began his work with his former 
zeal; but very soon he met with adverse winds, and the results 
at the close of the term were not as marked as we had anticipa- 
ted. It would be well for the parents to ask themselves* how 
much they tried to make the term a success, by their sympathy 
and interest. In the fall we employed Miss Addie L. Allard of 
East Brownfield, Me., who taught the remainder of the year. 
Miss Allard is a teacher of large experience. She was untiring 
in her efforts, and though she met with many difficulties, she 
was victorious. At the final examination the scholars showed 
that ‘‘Be thorough” had been one motto of the school. This 
school is too large for one teacher, and it is hoped that the 
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School Board will consider the matter of making a primary grade. 
This building has been newly shingled. Spring term 11 weeks, © 
pupils enrolled 54. Average attendance 45. Fall term 10 
weeks, pupils enrolled 52. Average attendance 44. Winter 
term 10 weeks, pupils enrolled 54. Average attendance 44, 
Wages paid during year $10.00 per week. 

No. 1—EAST SCHOOL. 

The Spring and Fall terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Minnie L. Anderson of Chatham. From the start Miss Ander- 
son had the good will of the scholars and sympathy from the 
parents. For the winter term Miss Anderson was transferred 
to McMillan School, and Miss Marion B. Shirley took charge 
of the school. The school having diminished in number of 
scholars, it was deemed best to decrease wages. Miss Shirley 
proved herself well fitted for the position. Both teachers being 
efficient, the year’s work was very satisfactory to all. This 
school building was newly shingled. Spring term 11 weeks, pu- 
pils enrolled, 20. Average attendance 16. Fall term 10 weeks, 
pupils enrolled, 16. Average attendance 12. Winter term 10 
weeks. Pupils enrolled 15. Average attendance, 12. Wages 
Spring and Fall terms $7.00. Winter term $6.00 per week. 

No. 12—GREEN HILL SCHOOL. 

This school was under the instruction of Miss Grace Page of 
Conway, who had taught the school before. Miss Page is a 
thorough instructor, and the scholars made good advancement. 
The register from this school was very commendable as may be 
judged from the average. This school house was shingled and 
given two coats of paint inside and outside, and also had two 
large blackboards added. Spring term 11 weeks,pupils enrolled 
12. Average attendance 12. Fall term 13 weeks, pupils en- 
rolled 18. Average attendance 12. Winter term 6 weeks, pu- 
pils enrolled 12. Average attendance 11. Wages for the year 
$6.00 per week. 

No- 2—THOMS SCHCOL. 

At the opening of the school year there were but three schol- 
ars here, and it was deemed advisable to transfer the pupils into 
other schools. A family moving in, we opened a school at the 
beginning of the fifth week with Miss Vesta M. Lord of Cornish 
Me., as teacher. Miss Lord awakened a good interest and the 
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pupils did well. Fall term taught by Miss Nellie C. Eaton of 
Conway. Her first experience as teacher ; she tried to perform 
her work faithfully, andthe younger pupils made good progress. 
Winter term taught by Miss Florrie M. Hill of Chatham. Her 
first school. She was wide awake and with a well stored mind 
she was able to keep an interest, and obtain good results. 
Spring term 6 weeks, pupils enrolled 8. Average attendance 
5). Fallterm 11 weeks, pupils enrolled 5. Average attendance 
5, Winter term 9 weeks, pupils enrolled 6. Average attend- 
ance 5. Wages for the year $6.00 per week. 


No.16.—SOUTH SCHOOL 


This school was taught for the entire school year by Mics 
Katherine E. [Page of Conway. Miss Page has taught in town 
for the past two years, and had earned a reputation as an earn. 
est, painstaking teacher, which reputation she maintained in 
this school. It was a pleasure to visit this school and notice 
the large number of pupils above the school age so deeply inter. 
ested in their studies. Spring term 11 weeks, pupils enrolled 
32, average attendance 29. Fall term 13 weeks, pupils enrolled 
32, average attendance 27. Winter term 8 weeks, pupils en- 
rolled 32, average attendance 27. Wages for the year $7. per 
week. 

No. 83—POTTER SCHOOL. 


Taught for the school year by Miss Edith Wakefield of Con- 
way. This was Miss Wakefield’s first experience as a teacher. 
She did good work and with practice will make a good teacher. 
On account of long distance from school of all the scholars ex- 
cept one ; and at suggestion from patrons, there was no winter 
term. The fall term being continued as long as weather would 
permit. This building was given two coats of paint inside and 
outside. Spring term 11 weeks, pupils enrolled 9. Average 
attendance 9. Fall term I4 weeks, pupils enrolled 9. Average 
attendance 7. Wages for the year $6.00 per week. 


III. 
NORTH CONWAY GROUP. 
Superintended more particularly by Mr. R. Henry Dayis. 
DISTRICT No. 8 | 
NORTH CONWAY SCHOOLS : 
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If these schools should be united with No. 14 (the McMillan 
School) as asked for by the residents of the two districts, we 
suggest that these schools shall be called thereafter The Union 
School. 

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 

This school has been taught very successfully throughout the 
year by Miss Maud G. Dresser of Standish, Me., a graduate of 
the North Bridgton Academy, Me., who had had some experience 
in teaching before coming to this school. This school is not a 
hard one to teach or difficult one to govern, in itself; but the 
influence of certain scholars in the other school in the same build- 
“ing injuriously affects most if not all the scholars in the school, 
and makes the work of the Primary teacher very unpleasant. 
The wages paid Miss Dresser was $8.00 per week the first 
term ; but in order to retain her services and because of the size 
of the school and nature of the work, we advanced her wages to 
$9.00 per week for the last two terms. The Spring term was 
10.6 weeks long, with 52 names enrolled, and 44 avevage atten- 
dance. ‘The Fall term was 10 weeks, with 40 names enrolled 
and average attendance of 34. At the beginning of this term a 
class of 1U was promoted to the Grammar school, because of 
their advancement and because the higher school could instruct 
a larger number of scholars than the primary, on account of the 
studies and classification. The Winter term was 11.4 weeks, 
enrollment 35, and average attendance 22. 

GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT : 

This school was taught the first two terms by Miss Harriet A. 
Seavey of Portmouth, a graduate of the Farmington, Me., Nor- 
mal School, who had had several years of very successful ex- 
perience in teaching schools of the same grade. ‘The first term 
her school was very successful, her pupils behaved well and 
learned rapidly. When Miss Seavey returned in the Fall, it 
w: s observed by the Committee that she had not recruited by 
the vacation as she and we had hoped. Still.all would have gone 
well, had her scholars conducted themselves as orderly and stud- 
ied as faithfully as they had done the first term. As it was, the 
school was not so successful as the first term, and it was with 
difficulty that Miss Seavey was able, on account of her nervous 
condition aggravated by the conduct of many of the largest 
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scholars of the school, to hold on till the end of the term. We 
paid Miss Seavey $11.00 per week. Spring term was 11 weeks, 
enrollment 53, average attendance 49. Fall term was 9.2 Bois 
enrollment 60, average attendance 51. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. W. A. Meserve, ol Ver- 
mont, a graduate of St. Johnsbury, Vt., Academy and also of 
a Normal school, who has had experience as a teacher. Mr. 
Meserve is a student of Dartmouth College, and came tous well 
recommended. If there had been any hearty co-operation with 
him on the part of the scholars as a whole, or even by a respect- 
able majority of them, he would have taught a successful school. 
The few that would do well, are hindered in their efforts by the 
conduct and even presence of some who will not to do well. 
After troubles commenced, if the parents generally had done 
their duty to their children and to the teacher and school, the 
term would have come much less near to a failure. But as long 
as parents will not correct their own children for misconduct, 
and take them out of school because the teacher makes them ob- 
serve the proper rules of the school, no amount of complaining 
on the part of such parents about the conduct of others’ children, 
of the teachers, or of the School Board, will make a success of 
this school ; nor is there any teacher on earth who ean be sue- 
cessful in teaching manners, morals, and intellect. It pains the 
School Board to speak these things; butif patrons and friends 
of this school will re-examine the Reports of previous School 
Boards, they will find with shame and confusion of face, that 
similiar complaints have been made every year for the last six 
years. Mr. Meserve made a conscientious and faithful effort to 
win success, and both he and his efforts are worthy of appre- 
ciation. 

We paid Mr. Meserve $12.00 per week. The term was 10.8 
weeks, enrollment 56, average attendance 36—one non-resident 
student, paying tuition, being included. 


DISTRICT NO. 7—ECHO LAKE SCHOOL: 


This is a very small school, increased in size somewhat, how- 
ever, at the opening of the Fall term by reason of the opening 
of a new quarry in the district, which had influenced laborers to 
build houses and bring in their families. The wages paid 
throughout the year was $6.00 per week. 
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Thomas R. Davis of Conway, taught the Spring term of 11 
weeks. Enrollment was 8, average attendance 6. This was 
Mr. Davis’ first experience in teaching, but with fuller knowl- 
edge and longer experience, he will make a successful teacher. 

Miss Martha A. Lucy, who was a pupil in this school the 
Spring term, taught the Fall term of 11 weeks, with an enroll- 
ment of 14, average attendance of 10.. This was Miss Lucy’s 
first experience, but she also did well for a new beginner. 

Miss Edith M. Bickford, also of our own town, who had taught 
one term in another part of the town, taught the Winter term. 
The enrollment was but-8, and average attendance only 4; so 
that after 6 weeks the Board thought it best to close the school, 
in spite of the fact that the teacher’s efforts were satisfactory. 
There is lacking enthusiasm in study ina school so small as this. 


DISTRICT No. 14—McMILLAN SCHOOL. 


In this school also we have been obliged to change teachers 
each term. Miss Edna G. Eastman, of our town, and for sev- 
eral years a teacher in one or another of our schools, taught the 
Spring term of 11 weeks, with an enrollment of 28, and an aver- 
age attendance of 24. ‘This school had been larger in former 
years, and would have been larger this year, had it not been 
that the Board sent some of the scholars from the South part of 
this district to the Redstone School, which was small, and which 
was almost equally near there. ‘Two children, however, still 
nearer to Redstone were allowed to attend Miss Eastman’s 
school because she was their aunt, and having commenced the 
year thus were allowed to continue in the same school. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss M. Abbie Mead of North 
Bridgton, Me., and a graduate of the Academy there, who had 
also previously taught in town. Miss Mead proved a fine teach- 
er, and, receiving a call to a better school with larger salary in 
Mass., was allowed to resign after teaching but 9 weeks, with 
an enroliment of 31, and average attendance of 25. 

As soon as possible, Miss Minnie L. Anderson, of Chatham, 
a graduate of North Bridgeton, Me., Academy was transferred 
from another sehool in town, and she tauglit the Winter term of 
11 weeks, with an enrollment of 26; and average attendance of 
21. Miss Anderson taught a good school, and both her enroll-- 
ment and average would have been larger, had it not been for 
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the bad weather and more especially,for the worse school house 
wherein she could not keep her scholars comfortable, although 
the Board put in a large stove in lieu of the old fire place, used 
for a generation, as the only means of heating this house. The 
wages paid throughout the year was $8.00 per week. 


No, 15—KEARSARGE SCHOOL. 


This is a fairly pleasant school in a pleasant village, but the 
school might be far more pleasant, and successful at the same 
time, if nearly all the parents would send their children more 
promptly to school and a few send theirs more regularly. ‘Tardy 
marks and absent marks, somany, make a bad looking register, 
and alse such attendance seriously interferes with the success 
of the school. Miss Helen M. Mead, of North Bridgton, Me., 
and a graduate of the Academy there, taught the first two terms. 
Miss Mead won the affection of her scholars, proved a good 
teacher of exceptionally good influence on the manners and 
morals of her pupils. The Spring term was 11 weeks, enroll- 
ment 33, average attendance 22. The Fall term was 10 weeks, 
enrollment 28, average attendance only 17. The Winter 
term was taught by Miss Alice F. Rand, of Coraish, Me., 
and a graduate of the Cornish High School, who had taught the 
Intervale School the Fall term. Miss Rand made her scholars 
work, and awakened an interest in their work. In spite of some 
complaint made since the term closed, the school was most or- 
derly and studious on-every visit of the Superintending member 
of the Board. The term was 10 weeks, enrollment 35, average 
attendance 20. Wages paid throughout the year was $8. a week. 


INTERVALE SCHOOL. 


On the petition of citizens of Intervale, who were not well 
accommodated by the distant and large schools of North Con- 
way and Kearsarge, we rented a comfortable room of Mr. R. 
W. Weeks at $1.00 per week. Thus our new school was open- 
ed under Miss Helen M. Dow, daughter of Selectman H. H. 
Dow. Miss Dow had taught in town before, and taught a good 
school. The term was 10 weeks, enrollment 14, average attend- 
ance 8. Miss Alice F. Rand, already mentioned, taught the 
. Fall term of 10 weeks, with an enrollment of 12, and average — 
attendance of 10. Miss Rand taught a good school and earned 
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promotion. 

Miss Nina Wadsworth, of South Hiram, Me., graduate, with 
experience of several terms, of the Gorham, Me., Normal 
School, taught the Winter term of 10 weeks, with an enroll- 
ment of 10, and average attendance of 7. One reason of the 
diminished enrollment and attendance, was the presence the first 
and second terms of a non-resident pupil from Bartlett, paying 
tuition ; and another reason was that one family patronizing the 
school moved away. ‘The salary paid throughout the year was 
$6.00 per week. 

REDSTONE SCHOOL: 


This school was patronized by several families living in the 
vicinity of Redstone and hence remote from other schools. The 
scholars from the Burbank neighborhood were transported to 
this school a part of the year, and should have been all the year, 
had the Board been able to find any one to carry them, as it is 
too far for them to walk. But the larger part of the scholars 
belonged in Redstone. 

Miss Katherine S. Osgood of our town, mii had taught the 
school last year, has taught this school throughout the year. Ow- 
ing to the increase in the size of her school, we paid her $7.00 
per week, instead of $6.00 as last year. Miss Osgood taught 
a good school. The school suffers many inconveniences, and at 
the same time is an inconvenience to the people of the store, by 
reason of its being in a hall, often used for other purposes, di- 
rectly over the store. The school is worthy of a more suitable 
place for its sessions, and of better apparatus than we would 
like to put in a rental hall, liable any night to be used for other 
purposes and left in a condition unsuited for the assembling of 
the next session of the school. ‘The Spring term was 11 weeks, 
enrollment 24, average attendance 16. The Fall term 9.8 weeks, 
enrollment 23, average attendance 17. The Winter term 9.8 
weeks, enrollment 25, average attendance 19. Here was im- 
provement in average attendance throughout the year, beyond 
what the difference in enrollment would lead us to expect. The 
fractions of weeks taught were owing to the serious and finally 
fatal illness of Miss Osgood’s mother, just at the very end of the 
term. 


TRE STATISTICS OF THE SCHOOLS FOR THE YEAR 1892-’93. 
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SUPPLIMENTARY REPORT. 


The Board has been conscientious in its efforts in behalf of 
the schools, and has studied economy at every point where econ- 
omy seemed wise. Some of us have purchased glass and set it 
in windows ourselves, at less than a quarter of the bills we have 
had to pay when we have employed others. We know that 
complaints will be made atthe size of the different member's 
bills, because they are made every year. But the Chairman 
kept an exact account of the number of hours, counting no time 
that did not amount to a whole hour, and he finds his hours 
spent for the schools 408. 

He has no reason to think the other members have charged 
any more for their work actually done. 

But we shall all have other bills to bring in when our work as 
Supervisors of the District Check list is finished. 

The following petition was handed us very near the end of the: 
legal time in which it was required that it be given us. 

”T’o the School Board of the School District in the Town of 
Conway : 

The undersigned, ten and more legal voters in said district 
request you to make, post and correct a list of the legal voters 
in said district as Supervisors are required to do in regard to 
the list of voters in theirtowns. Dated at Conway this 26th., 
day of January 1893. (Signed. ) Marshll L. Rounds.

In harmony with this petition the Board have deen diligently 
at work, obtaining over 1300 names, which we are arranging 
alphabetically as this Report goes to press. 

We do not see what benefit, commensurate with the expense, 
this work will bring to the district. The first thought of at 
least one member of the Board was to resign rather than do the 
work and run the District to the expense, which we foresaw 
would amount to a sum approaching $100.00. If it were the 
money that we were after, we should have been exceedingly 
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grateful for this opportunity.. As it is,{we deeply regret the 
apparently unnecessary work and expense.
